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FIFTH FUTILE TRY 
OF PYROMANIAC 


LATEST EFFORT TO BURN 
OAKLAND SCHOOL FAILS 


Seventy-five School Buildings in State 
Have Been Fired Since January 
First—$1,000,000 Loss in East Bay 
District. 


Oakland.—An attempt to burn the 
Allendale elementary school, housing 
1,500 pupils, making the fifth attempt 
by a pyromaniac to destroy Oakland 
public schools, was frustrated when 
William Putnam, janitor at the school, 
discovered the flames blazing in a 
coal bin in the basement before they 
had spread to the frame walls, a few 
feet away. He extinguished the fire 
and called*the Oakland police. 

Five east bay public schools have 
been destroyed by fire of incendiary 
origin during the past three months, 
at a loss of approximately $1,000,000. 
Four other attempts to burn the 
Grant, Fremont, Technical and Lock- 
wood schools during the early morn- 
ing hours failed when the fires were 
discovered in time to prevent any 
material damage. 

Investigation of this last attempt 
revealed @ fire in an iron coal bin 
near the furnace in the basement. 
After he had extinguished the flames 


Putnam. discovered that a pile of | 


wood, papers and rags, thoroughly 
oiled, had been, placed in the bin and 
ignited. 

Seventy-seven: public achools of 
California have been destroyed by 
fire of incendiary origin since Janu- 
ary 1, Fire Chief Samuel Short of 
Oakland, announced after receiving 
reports of the attempt to fire the 
Allendale school. In the east bay dis- 
trict five schools have been destroyed 
by incendiary fires, They are: Gar- 
field, Cole, Hawthorne, Lincoln and 
St. Elizabeth’s parochial schools. 

Aroused by these continued. efforts, 
Acting Mayor Frank Colbourn, com- 
missioner of public health and safety, 
ordered a police guard placed near 
each school building until the danger 
has passed.

Mount Vernor, Ill.—Armed guards 
were thrown in numbers around the

Aa 4 and.her confessed pastor 
Rev. Lawrence M. Hight, made’ 
codthantend of the passion that drove 
them to kill Wilford Sweetin and Mrs. 
Anna Hight with arsenic. The pastor, 
in a new confession said that it was 
not he but Mrs. Sweetin who poisoned 
her husband. At the same time he 
said he told the truth when he con- 
feased he killed Mrs. Hight. “We did 
it because we loved each other,” he 
said. “We intended to marry.” 

As news of the preacher’s confes- 
sion spread and Mrs. Sweetin was ar- 
rested and Qrought from her home: 
in Ina to Mount Vernor, ominous 
crowds gathered in the streets and 
started to move toward the county 
jail, where the pastor is ‘held. 


U. S. Sells Town Lots 

Taft.—For the first time in the. his- 
tory of California, the federal govern- 
ment has auctioned off a townsite. 
J. H. Favorite, chief of the field di- 
vision of the general land office, re- 
cently sold at auction 433 lots in the 
new town of Ford, adjoining Taft. 
The government realized $42,500 from 
the sale, or about $98.50 for each 
fifty-foot lot. Every lot offered waa 
sold and building of houses and stores 
has already commenced. The _ lota, 
were bought readily because there 
is no other available building. prop- 
erty in that section, the rest of the 
land being held for oil drilling pur- 
poses.

San Diego..-The Fourth regiment 
of marines, based here, is being 
held fh readiness for duty in China. 
It is believed here that the regi- 
ment may’be takén across the Pa- 
cifi¢ in the transport Argonne, but 
no definite word as to that has ome 
here. Many of the-meh now in. the 
regiment saw service with the Sev- 
enth regiment of marines in Santo 
Domingo. 


Peking.—It) is officially reported 
that government troops near Chayo- 
yang,. near the Manchurian: borJer, 
shot down an enemy airplane. It is 
also reported that three companies of 
troops of Chang-Tso-lin, the (an- 
churian war lord, have gone over to 
the government. 


Shanghai.—_Heavy gunfire, in’ the 
direction of Kiating, Hwangtu and 
Lungwha, sectors to the north and 
west of Shanghai, announced that the 
Kiangsu: army had resumed the of- 
fensive against the city. 

Meanwhile a seemingly reliable re- 
port said the local Chinese flact 
(Chekiang) had left the mouth of the 
Yangtse river and gone to Nanking, 
joining en route at Liuho, Admiral 
Tu of the Peking government’s navy. 
The fleet includes the cruiser fiai- 
chow, the gunboat Yungchi and three 
torpedo boats. 

The revolt in the Chekiang army, 
which is fighting to retain its ‘control 
over Shanghai, is much less extensive 
than originally reported, being con- 
fined wholly to the area south of 
Hangchow, more than 100 miles south- 
west of Shanghai. 


Tientsin—The crack third division 
of the army of General Wu Pei-fu 
passing through Tientsin has givon 
justification to the assumption that 
General Wu, the military leader of 
the central government, intends to 
take personal command of the Shan- 
haikwan front and to open soon au 
offensive campaign against the Man- 
churian forces led by General Chang 
Tsolin, the war lord of the north. 


DISARM PARLEY IN 1925 
WILL BE HELD AT GENEVA 


Geneva.—-After three weeks of tense 
labor a protocol on arbitration and 
security has virtually been agreed 
upon, and so confident do the leading 
statesmen feel it will be ratified: that 
the so-called “big twelve” of the pres- 
ent assembly of the league of nations 
decided to. recommend the ¢énvoca- 
tion ‘of a great international confér- 
ence on reduction of armaments in 
Geneva on June 15, 1925. 

The United States, and all other 
countries not members of the league 
of nations, will be invited to partici- 
pate"in the conference. As soon as 
the league’s assembly ratifies the pro- 
tocol, experts will buckle down to the 
work of preparing the program for 
the conference. 


Winthrop to Close Home 

New York.—Humiliated because hig 
daughters have not communicated 
with him since their elopement with 
the family chauffeur and keeper of 
the poultry yard, Grenville Lindall 
Winthrop, multi-millionaire banker, is 
to close the Winthrop town house 
here. Later the elderly banker will 
close the beautiful estate at Lennox. 
The runaway marriages of the Win- 
throp girls has caused other residents 
of the fashionable Massachusetts 
town to scrutinize their staffs of ser- 
vants — particularly chauffeurs — and 
it is reported that several young and 
good looking employes are due to be 
fired on general principles, in homes 
where there are young and romantic 
daughters. 


Eva Tanguay Losing Sight 

Los Angeles.—Eva Tanguay, who 
made the song “I don’t Care” pop- 
ular from coast to coast, is going 
blind, due to a cataract, which so 
far has affected only one eye. Miss 
Tanguay, long known as a “coon 
shouter,” was besieged with messages 
from all parts of the country when 
it became krown she was going blind. 
The actress said she would continue 
her engagement here at least for a 
time.

California not only increased its 
foreign trade from $53,196,442 for the 
first quarter of. 1924 to $55,593,50» 
for the sécond quarter, but also super- 
seded Iilinois in the struggle for ex- 
port trade by jumping from sixth to 
fifth position among the states of the 
union, This increase in trade was 
made up chiefly, by shipments of re- 
fined petroleum, which showed a val- 
uation improvement from $14,982,- 
647 to $24,470,367 in the two quarters. 
Other increases were recorded in or- 
anges, crude petroleum and vegeta- 
bles, exports jumping from $1,665,299 
to $2,553,489, $1,621,767 to $2,118,906, 
and $1,029,252 to $1,586,765 respec- 
tively. Total exports for the half- 
year amounted to $108,789,950. | 

The Count de Monterrey, otherwise 
the Duke of Alba, a Spanish noble- 
man who is the descendant of Don 
Caspar Zuniga, Count of Monterrey, 
for whom our California city was 
named, will be in America during the 
Sierra pilgrimage week, October 12- 
19, and has been invited to attend the 
pilgrimage by the executive commit- 
tee. The Duke of Alba, the highest 
titled nobleman in Spain, is a de- 
scendant of Don Caspar, who held 
the grant from the king of Spain to 
the lands which now compose Alta, 
California. He outfitted the expedi- 
tion of Don Sebastian Viscaino, which 
led to the coming of Father Serra. 

As a first step in litigation to clear 
away a cloud on the title of lands, the 
Santa Barbara supervisors have ac- 
cepted a map of subdivision at Car- 
pinteria, which includes within its 
area of residence lots lands upon 
which the ‘city of Santa Barbara 
claims ownership based upon land 
grants of more than 100 years ago. 
The subdividers have deposited a 
bond to protect the county against 
loss in the sale of the lots and the 
city attorney has been instructed to 
defend qniet title actinn and pra- 
poses, if the subdividers lose the ac- 
tion, to turn the land into a municipal 
park for Carpinteria. 

The body of Mrs. John Pepper, 55, 
was found dangling from the end of 
a rope tied to a tree at her home near 
Somesbar, an isolated point in Sizki 
you county, under circumstances in- 
dicating' that she had first been 
choked to death and then hanged.

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Power Project Permits 


The monthly report of the depart- 
ment of watdér rights, for the month 
just past, shows a contemplated ex- 
penditure of nearly $85,000,000 in de- 
veloping hydro-electric and irrigation 
projects in California under premits 
for water diversion granted by the 
state. 

The thirty-odd permits represent 
the greatest diversion ever allowed 
by the staté board in a single month. 
Eighteen were issued to the Southern 
California Edison” company and call 
for the major expenditure on one pro- 
ject—the development of the water- 
shed of the San Joaquin river. 

The estimated cost of diverting the 
water allowed under the eighteen per- 


| mits is $80,000,000 and the board states 


that completion of the venture will 
necessitate a total outlay in the neigh- 
borhood of $200,000,000, 

Other projects disclosed by the 
monthly report are: Irrigation of 
San Ysidro district in San Diego 
county; irrigation of 3,000 acres by 
Garden Highway Orchard company of 
San Francisco in Sutter county, di- 
version of 43.87 cubic feet per second 
from Feather river allowed; diversion 
by California Highway commission of 
.2 cubic feet per second from unnamed 
stream in Santa Cruz county; irriga- 
tion of 370 acres in Napa county by 
Sarah J. Watson. Permits diversion 
of 420 acre feet per annum from un- 
named stream. 


An increase of about 3 ‘per cent 
in the number employed in Cali- 
fornia for August, 1924, comparéd 
with May, 1924, was announced in 
a new “labor market bulletin” issued 
by the bureau of labor statistics. The 
bulletin will be compiled and issued 
monthly from data collected jointly 
by the state bureau and the United 
States bureau of labor statistics. The 
3 per cent increase of the employed, 
according to the bulletin, is occasioned 
to a great extent by a heavy increase 
in the number of employes in the 
food, beverages and tobacco groups, 
followed by the printing and paper 
groups.

The 
action followed an investigation by 
the student affairs committee of the 
Associated Students, the student

D. Smith, president of the fraternity, 
was killed. 


Governor Richardson closed a visit 
to Donner lake, with a tour of in- 
spection over the Truckee river high- 
way now under construction. He ex- 
pressed himself as pleased with the 
highway and promised the support 
of California to the Nevada celebra- 
tion in honor of the completion of the 
Victory highway, scheduled to take 
place in the fall of 1926.

HAUNTED YEARS, 
MAN FINDS HE IS 


NOT MURDERER| 


Attempts to End Lite After | 


Suffering Mental Torture 
Reveals Strange Story. 


Birmingham, Ala.—Oliver Cameron: 


has been returned to Birmingham 
from Portland, Ore., where an attempt 
at suicide gave first intimation of the 
mental turmoil through which he has 
passed in his efforts to forget what he 
believed to be murder committed mote 
than 22 years ago. 

A wanderer over the earth for more 
than a score of ‘years, Cameron has 
faced almost’ unbelievable hardships 
in his efforte to forget the crime he, 
thought he had committed. With the 
haunting memory always with him, hé 
has been traveling steadily. 

There is a touch of the pathetic In 
his story. Always, he says, he -wanted 
a home of his own, with a wife and 
children. His fondest memories are 
those of the days when he was plan- 
ning his future, before the ttme that 
he is alleged to have assaulted W. J. 
Gay. 

Walks Hundreds of Miles. 


On leaving Birmingham in 1902 af- 
ter shooting Gay, Cameron says. he 
walked hundreds of miles in his ef- 
forts to escape arrest. He joined the 
Mavy, traveling to the farthermost 
parts of the earth, but always there 
was the memory of-his deed to tor- 
ture him. Following the navy service 
he became a wanderer over the coun- 
try. 

Pursued relentlessly by the thoughts 
of what he had done, he kept ever 
moving. Illusions of authorities fol- 
lowing were with him ccnstantly, and 
he forever was attempting to foll his 
imaginary pursuers. . He used a fif- 
ferent name in every town he entered.

and made no efforts to communicate 
with friends for fear that he might 
be apprehended through the corre- 
spondence. At last, driven to des- 
peration by what had grown to be 
fanatic thinking of the subject, he 
threw himself into a river at Portland, 
Ore., with the hepes of destroying his 
haunting memories’ forever.
